MESD needs $2 million 
to repair from floods

Metro-East Sanitary District Presi- 
dent’ Wale aeslanie Greathouse said 
Tuesday tl ESD is faced with 
“worlds of oun {rjitig to- repair 
breaks in levees, maintain the district 
and contend with huge electricity bills. 
He said.the district may have to appeal 
to the federal government for disaster 
assistance if the state will not help. 

“Two'| absolutely bad years” of 
weather have caused the problems and 
each time ‘MESD starts to get ahead, 
more rains come, Greathouse said. 
Rainfall this year has been 150 percent 

' of the average. 

Because of the weather, MESD has 
had to man its nine pump stations on a 
24-hour basis for 10 months during the 


last two years. Usually, the stations are 
manned only three months each year on 
a 24-hour basis, he said. “We haven't 
been out of the pump stations since 
March 9,”"' he said 

‘The increased pumping is costing the 
district an average of $100,000 a month 
in electricity — or $1 million yearly — 
compared to a normal $12,000 a month, 
Greathouse said. 

Besides the huge bills, there are 10 
breaks in the 98-mile levee system 
operated by MESD. 

Greathouse estimates it will cost $2 
million to repair the breaks, get the 
district properties out of their deter- 
jorating condition and clean the 
Cahokia Canal and Harding Ditch, the

Firing due to $750 ‘lug’? 


Yvette Manoogian of Granite City is 
suing Madison County State’s Attorney 
Don W. Weber for infringing on her civil 
rights—allegedly firing her for failing 
to contribute to his next campaign fund. 

The federal suit, filed in East St. 
Louis, seeks reimbursement for lost 
wages and benefits. It asks for $100,000 
in compensatory damages and $100,000 
in punitive damages. 

She told the Press-Record yesterday 
that the suit may be viewed by some as 
an outgrowth of the long dispute bet- 
ween Weber and James Barton, 
Madison County supervisor of 
assessments. 

Her sister, Yvonne Manoogian, works 


for Barton and Yvette often would walk 
from the Madison County Courthouse 
across the street to the assessment of- 
fice annex to meet Yvonne for lunch in 
downtown Edwardsville. 

Although the purpose of such visits 
was lunch, Weber because suspicious, 
she said. 

Knowing that Barton and the 
Manoogians are Democrats, the 
Republican prosecutor told Yvette he 
decided to ‘pick on her’’ because pro- 
seuction office activities were being 
“Jeaked’’ to newspapers, she contend- 
ed. 

Her lawsuit is being handled by 
Amiel Cueto, a Belleville lawyer who 


has written critical letters about 
Weber. 

Miss Yvette Manoogian told the 
Press-Record she was discharged Dec. 
3, 1982, by Virginia Rulison, a member 
of Weber's office staff. Cueto’s letters, 
among other things, discussed the 
friendship between Weber and Miss 
Rulison. 

Miss Manoogian's final paycheck was 
not released when her sister tried to 
pick it up for her; Yvette then appeared 
in person to obtain the check and had to 
sign a release purporting to free Weber 
and the county from any liability for 
her firing, she alleged. 

She quoted Miss Rulison as saying 


repeatedly that the reason tor tné 
discharge was insubordination, not 
“politics.” But Miss Manoogian 
disagrees, and decided to sue for her 
losses. She has since obtained part- -time 
work. 

Bad feelings initially developed when 
all of her fellow employees received | 
pay raise but she did not, Miss 
Manoogian said. 

She assumed it was a clerical error 
but, upon inquiring, learned the lack of 
a raise was based on a decision by 
Weber, she related. 

It is being asserted that the state’s at- 
torney was seeking a $750 political

Angry debate over Jobs Bill

Collinsville Mayor Gene Brombolich 
yesterday blasted the jobs bill appro- 
priations distributed through the 
Madison County Community Devlop- 
ment Office, saying that the monies 
were used for the political saif interest 
of some county board members. 

The county board Wednesday approv- 
ed recommendations of the Community 
Development Committee and Citizens’ 
Committee, which met June 6 to deter- 
mine allocations, but both Brombolich 
and Troy Mayor Ron Criley sent letters 
to the board protesting the appropria- 
tions. 

Granite City will receive $300,000 to 
repair sewer breaks, which now total 
20, but the funds will not pay for all of 
the damages caused to the system by 
the high water table. 

Some county officials and the two 
mayors are peeved about the large 
share of funds that were appropriated 
to the Quad-City area. 

Fred Dalton, board member from 
Collinsville, read the letter from Mayor 
Brombolich, which was much harsher 
than Criley’s letter. 

“I have no alternative but to believe 
that Community Development funds 
are being used in a political self-serving 
way instead of being based on a 
legitimate formula for dispersing 
funds,”’ he wrote. 

That comment irked Board Chair- 
man Nelson Hagnauer of Granite City, 
who has found himself the brunt of the 
political accusations. “I don’t ap- 
preciate that last statement from the 
mayor. This is not political. 

“That $300,000 to Granite City for 
‘sewer repairs — you know why they say 
that’s political. It’s because I’m here. 
That money is only peanuts to what it 


: will cost to fix the sewers. It’s seed 


money,” he said.

Hagnauer added that the committee, 
of which he was a memiber, but did not 
vote, had to set priorities for allocating 
the money and sewer repairs here was 
one priority. 

“Tm sorry we didn’t have $4 million, 
but only had $1 million,” he said. Re- 
quests from municipalities totaled 
more than $4 million. 

The jobs bill monies, he said, are to 
be used to employ people out of work for 


16 weeks or longer. ‘I can understand 
the disappointment in some of the 
areas,” he said. 

Collinsville city and township filed 
four applications for requests, but only 
Collinsville Township received any fun- 
ding. Troy requested funds for eight 
projects, three of which were approved 
by the CD office, but received nothing, 
Criley’s letter said. 

“For this type of funding to create 


jobs and relieve unemployment, the ci- 
ty of Troy feels that monies should have 
been dispersed equally among all com- 
munities within Madison County,” the 
letter said. 

Several county board members ques- 
tioned the appropriations, asking how 
many laid-off’ workers would be 
employed by the projects. 

Frank Vivod of Collinsville claimed 
that the jobs bill funds would not benefit 
those laid off from Granite City Steel 
and other area industries because the 
majority of projects will employ mostly 
those. associated with the construction 
business.

Little relief for Venice 
from Emergency Jobs Bill

Although Venice received some aid 
through Madison County yesterday 
under the Emergency Jabs Bill, city of- 
ficials contend that the aid will do little 
to alleviate the city’s problems of 25 
percent unemployment and an average 
per capita income of only $2,055. 

Venice was not shut out when the 
county doled out federally-financed 
‘jobs, while 40 out of 54 applicants were 
refused. However, the’ distressful 
economic condition in the city is far 
worse than in the majority of those ap- 
plying for assistance, it was pointed out 
at Tuesday night's Venice City Council 
meeting. 

Venice received a grant of $30,787 to 
upgrade Lee Park in Venice, allocated 


through the approximate $1 million 
EJB funds available and recommended 
by the Madison County Community 
Development Committee and Citizens’ 
Committee. (The Madison “County 
Board at its meeting Wednesday ap 
proved the committees’ recommenda- 
tions.) 

A total of 54 applications amounting 
to $4.5 million in requests was received 
for EJB funds in Madison County. This 
amount exceeded the approximate $1 
million available by 4% times and 
resulted in 40 of the 54 communities ap- 
plying for help receiving no aid at all. 

However, the economic facts of life in 
Venice were re-emphasized at.

But fathers deserve more than a holi- 
day instigated by business people. Then 
again, if the instigators happen to be 
dads, they get a double dose, selling and 
receiving presents for Fathers’ Day. 

Most fathers undoubtedly have a 
closet full of tacky ties they've received 
as gifts on their day.

Brimberry’s 
trial Aug. 8 


The trial of Thomas R. Brimberry, 
former Granite Cityan, on 12 federal 
charges is now set for 10 a.m.

“Alcohol and drugs not on- 
ly impair judgment . and 
muscle coordination, they 
can help depress body 
temperatures to dangerous

or life ring or getting into a 
PFD. “If not caught in time, 
hypothemia will lead to 
death," Smith says. 

Smith and Bernardi say 
anyone in or near water 
should wear 9 PFD — in- 
cuding boaters, fishermen, 
hunters, as well as swim- 
mers. ‘“‘Whether you’re a 
poor swimmer or a strong 
swimmer in what might be 
or might become a 
dangerous water situation, 
wear a PFD,” Bernadi says. 

The Coast Guard and 
Underwriters Laboratories 
spokesmen say that newer 
PFDs are cortfortable and 
stylish and come in bright 
colors for easy sighting in 
the water. They also note 
that PFDs should be selected 
to the person’s size and 
weight,

Bank group warns against 
sale of bank to non-banker 


An Illinois community 
banking association has 
warned that the decision as 
to what group will buy 
Chicago’s ailing First 
Federal Savings and Loan 
Association could seriously 
affect all Illinois financial in- 
stitutions and their 
customers. 

The Independent Com- 
munity Banks in Illinois (IC- 
BD), representing more than 
400 Illinois banks, revealed 
that bids to purchase First 
Federal have apparently 
been submitted by Sears, 
Roebuck and Company and 
Citicorp of New York 
through its recent acquisi- 
tion, Fidelity Savings and 
Loan of California. 

“*Cross-industry, | in- 
terstate acquisitions of 
financial institutions, 
whether failing or not, 
should be avoided,” stated 
Richard A. Loundy, ICBI 
Cook County area regional 
vice president and president 
of the Devon Bank in 
Chicago. ‘‘Approval of bids 
by non-banks or out-of-state 
banks would germinate the 


seed of unrestrained in- 
terstate acquisitions planted 
by the few giant con- 
glomerates that are poised 
to become financial super- 
markets,”’ explained Loun- 
dy. ‘‘Congress should 
carefully examine the entire 
spectrum of financial- 
service providers to deter- 
mine the ground rules before 
the proverbial cow wanders 
out of the barn and into the 
field.” 

The Illinois Legislature 
has solidly opposed the in- 
filtration of Citicorp and 
other out-of-state giants into 
Illinois by repeatedly rejec- 
ting Citicorp-sponsored 
legislation to authorize 
reciprocal interstate bank- 
ing.

A GREAT IDEA FORA 
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of plan to import British ingots 


Lloyd McBride, president 
of the United Steelworkers of 
America, has called for a 
Congressional investigation 
into proposed importation by 
U.S. Steel Corp. of semi- 
finished steels from the 
government-owned British 
Steel Corp. 

McBride, speaking to the 
House Steel Caucus, also 
called upon U.S. Steel to 
modernize the steelmaking 
facilities at its Fairless Hills, 
Pa., plant, where the. im- 
ported slabs would be finish- 
ed. And he urged the Con- 
gress to tighten up U.S. trade 
laws to tie import restric- 
tions to domestic steel plant, 
modernization. 


The union president was 
sharply critical of the pro- 
posed arrangement under 
which U.S. Steel would pur- 
chase up to three million 
tons of semi-finished steel, 
slabs produced at British 


Steel's Ravenscraig plant in 


otland, then finished at the 
Fairless plant. 


He called the plan “‘ill- 
advised and- damaging,” 
noting that it was damaging 
not only to Steelworkers, but 
to the continuing relation- 
ship of the USWA to U Ss. 
Steel, damaging to the long- 


term interests of the 
domestic steel industry and 
to the nation as a whole. “I 
find nothing to recommend 
in favor of it,” he said, “and 
much to recommend against 
it” 

The union leader was 
critical, as well, of the 
testimony offered recently to 
the Steel Caucus by U.S. 
Steel Chairman and Chief 
Executive Officer David M. 
Roderick. He called the steel 
executive’s presentation on 
the proposed arrangement, 
“skillful, but unpersuasive.”” 

McBride was particularly 
critical of U.S. Steel’s ap- 
parent decision not to 
modernize the Fairless 
plant, which, he noted using) 
U.S. Steel’s own figures, is 
the lowest cost producer of 
hot metal among all U.S. 
Steel plants. “U.S. Steel 
simply hasn't made a case 
for rejecting moderniza- 
tion,’ McBride told the Steel 
Caucus. 

The union president hit 
hard in his testimony at the 
U.S. Steel argument that the 
imported slabs would not be 
subsidized. He attacked as 
“nonsense” the concept that 
spinning off the Revenscraig 
plant to a private company 
status ‘‘would somehow 
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McBride seeks Congressional probe 


cleanse the plant of its prior 
acceptance of subsidy.” 

He told the caucus 
members that Ravenscraig 
would not exist but for sub- 
sidy. “I ask you,” he said, 
“how much value would the 
plant have, and what would 
be the fair price for its pro- 
ducts or the true cost of pro- 
duction if it first had to repay 
to British taxpayers all the 
subsidies which it has 
received?”” = 

McBride expressed the 
hope that U.S. Steel will 
unilaterally withdraw from 
the proposed arrangement, 
and that the U.S. Commerce 
Department would take ap- 
propriate steps to include 
semi-finished steels in U.S 
quantitative steel controls 
agreement with Common 
Market States 


This issue, McBride said, . 


highlights the need not only 
for steel import stabilization 
measures, but also for effec- 
tive mechanisms for tying 
such measures to moder- 
nization plans of domestic 
steel companies. 

Following his testimony 
before the Steel Caucus, 


which was chaired by Rep.’ 


Joseph Gaydos (D., Pa.), 
McBride joined 
Steelworkers from the 


Fairless Hills local in an- 
nouncing the delivery of 
more than 36,000 postcards 
to President Reagan. The 
cards, which were delivered 
to the White House, call for a 
national steel policy, en- 
forcement of existing trade 
policies, the re- 
establishment of the Steel 
Tripartite Advisory Commit- 
tee and urging emergency 
unemployment relief.

For your information, we 
have contacted the Illinois 
Chamber of Commerce (Of- 
fice, Illinois Medical Society, 
Illinois Dental Society, Il- 
linois State Bar Association, 
Illinois Retail Merchants 
Association and the Mlinois 
Farm Bureau regarding this 
matter. In our letter, which I 
personally delivered, we ex- 
plained the problems we 
have experienced with the 
solicitations. We further ex- 
plained that the Illinois State 
Police does not publish a 
magazine, nor do we solicit 
advertising for any publica- 
tion.

However, since the solicitors 
are paid on a commission 
basis, which carries with it 
an incentive to secure as 
many advertisements as 
POP HHS Salles fo SA EASE REY 
the approved format. We 
have found instances where 
improper statements are 
made with regard to who the 
caller represents and what 
the money will be used for. 
The FOP has found it dif- 
ficult for its representatives 
to monitor every call that is 
made. 


Some solicitors have im- 
plied that they were 
members of the Illinois State 
Police or, that by buying 
advertising space, special 
privilaege could be gained. 
In other instances, current 
issues, such as the death of a 
trooper, are used with the 
solicitors implying families 
will directly benefit as a 
result of the purchased ad. 

In one instance, prospec- 
tive advertisers were told 
troopers would benefit from 
the purchase of protective 
vests. Our officers were pro- 
vided with department 
issued protective vests last 
year. In reality, a substan- 
tial portion of the funds 
received by the FOP from 
the solicitors is used to sup- 
port the organization and in 
lobby efforts with the Illinois 
General Assembly. 

Because of the continuing 
problems with these 
unethical and improper ac- 
tivities, we sought legisla- 
tion at this session of the 
General Assembly which 
would prohibit telephone

Seek to ‘sweeten the pot' 
to attract new industries 


Granite City industrial 
search committee members 
held a brainstorming session 
this week to determine what 
incentives the city could of- 
fer to attract new or expan- 
ding firms, in an effort to 
combat the city’s high un- 
employment figures. 

Waiting to hear what the 
committee decides are a 
stee-processing firm and a 
warehousing company, both 
considering moyes here, ac- 
cording to Seventh Ward 
Alderman Paul R. Bowler, 
industrial search chairman. 

The committee should 
rapidly move ahead with a 
firm policy to show these 
companies what the city can 
offer, Bowler said. The city 
council already has given his 
committee initial permission 
to spend $5,000 for industrial 
seareh projects. 

The steel-processing firm 
interested in opening a 
branch operation here con- 
tacted City Attorney John 
Papa last week and is ap- 
parently seeking property 
tax-abatements, an example 
of one incentive the city 
could choose to give under 
current state laws. 

Like the steel-processing 
firm, Papa said, most com- 
panies already know what 
type of incentive packages 
they want 

“Chances are the city 
could accommodate most 
people,” Papa told the com- 
mittee when it met at 
Bowler’s home Monday 
evening. “Illinois is a state 
that provides such 
framework.” 

The steel firm has ap- 
parently begun negotiating 
for a local building site and 


has talked with companies 
that have available space. If 
it decides to locate here, the 
firm could providesthe com: 
munity with about 50 jobs, 
Bowler said 

The warehousing firm has 
indicated a preference for its 
own incentives package, 
which includes $5 million in 
industrial revenue bonds, ac- 
cording to Bowler. The city 
currently has the authority 
to issue such bonds that offer 
low-interest to the borrower 
and tax-exempt status for 
the investment. The city is 
not liable for the bonds.

The Cahokia Canal takes all drainage 
water out of Madison County and the 
Harding Ditch is the main artery for St.

survey report and presented it to state 
officials and the Emergency Services 
Disaster Agency. ‘‘We’ve never gotten 
a nickel from anybody,” he said. ‘‘No 
one seems to want to do anything about 
it.

In addition to the breaks and high 
bills, Greathouse told. the Board of 
Commissioners that vandalism and 
theft continue to be problems. ‘‘We had 
our usual Monday morning confusion,” 
he said. During the weekend, thiefs 
stole two batteries owned by the MESD, 
it was learned Monday morning. 

The batteries were left on Bunkum 


Road in St. Clair County at an MESD 
work site. Greathouse said they were in 
plain view of the road. 

The batteries cost about $120 each 
and are used to operate equipment at 
drainage and flooding sites. Greathouse 
said they are large and heavy, requir- 
ing two men to lift one of them. Because 
of their size, the batteries are left at the 
work site at the end of the workday. 

Greathouse said MESD employees 
have bolted the batteries down to make 
it more difficult for vandals to take 
them, but it hasn’t helped. ‘‘This is not 
an occasional problem. It happens 
every week,” he said. 

He said he will ask the St. Clair Coun- 
ty Sheriff's Department to watch the 
area. 

The commissioners also learned that 
someone drove through a gate placed 
on the levee at the spillway in the Lewis 
& Clark State Park. That area also is to 
be watched by police and Greathouse 
said that if anyone is caught trying to 
break through a gate or bridge, he will 
be arrested.

The original application, however, 
also sought $173,000 for street repairs 
and $52,800 to replace and upgrade side- 
walks, neither of which was granted. 

The Rev. John Henry Williams, presi- 
dent of the Venice Park Board, said the 
grant is ‘‘a big plus for the park 
district.”” 

He also expressed appreciation to 
Mayor Echols for his assistance in ob- 
taining the grant, noting the results 
came about through cooperation bet- 
ween the park district and city officials. 

The $30,787 grant primarily will be 
used to give Lee Park a general face lift 
in preparation for the proposed new 
water slide, help purchase much need- 
ed playground equipment and effect 
repairs to the recreation building roof, 
it was learned. 


The money also will help generate 
some jobs in the community, as persons 
will be ernployed in general labor, the 
board president advised. 


In the local area, other Emergency 
Jobs Bill funds were allocated to: 

Granite City — $300,000 for sanitary 
sewers replacement; Madison — 
$47,500 for Highland-McCambridge 
street improvements and $50,000 for the 
industrial park, and Venice Township 
— $30,000 for Benjamin Addition street 
improvements and $5,000 for Eagle 
Park surface drainage. 


Another recent loss for Venice was 
the selection of East St. Louis for Enter- 
prise Zone designation. Proximity to 
East St. Louis was cited by Mayor 
Echols as the probable cause for Venice 
being overlooked in the program’ first 
year. 

In response to a question from First 
Ward Alderman Phillip Daniels, the 


mayor stated that he has yet to be of- 
ficially notified that the Venice appli- 
cation was denied, but has read the list 
of approved communitys in the 
newspaper. 

“I knew some time back, about a 
month ago, that it was either us or 
Decatur who would be named. I believe 
that it went to Decatur with East St. 
Louis being so close to us,"’ he added, 

Mayor Echols commented after the 
meeting that the city will resubmit its 
application for Enterprise Zone desig- 
nation next year. 

Under the law, the Department of 
Commerce and Community Affairs 
(DCCA) can name up to eight Enter- 
prise Zones each year for six years, 
with the terms of the benefits to run up 
to 20 years. 

DCCA Director Peter B. Fox said, 
‘While each area for which we received 
an application qualified as a depressed 
area, we were restricted by the law to 
name only eight zones this year. We en- 
courage the localities which were not 
named this year to reapply for 
consideration in 1984, and we will work 
with them and others to help them com- 
ply with all application requirements,” 
he stressed. 

Nineteen areas sought Enterprise 
Zone status which provides incentives 
and advantages to foster economic 
development in depressed areas of the 
state. 

Director Fox said, in a May 25 letter 
to Mayor Echols that he had asked Cur- 
tis Galloway and Mark Spizzo of the 
DCCA marketing staff to meet with the 
Venice mayor and provide information 
about assistance progams which could 
be applicable to the community’s 
businesses.

Open bids on state 
road projects June 28 


Illinois Transportation 
Secretary John D. Kramer, 
Thursday announced that 
the Department of Transpor- 
tation is soliciting bids for 
federally-funded road im- 
provements valued at $145 
million. This will be the 
largest one-time solicitation 
for bids in eight years and in- 
cludes several area projects, 
including reserfacing 
Madison Avenue from Se- 
cond Street in Madison to 
20th Street in Granite City. 

The bids on various road 
improvements will be open- 
ed June 28 with construction 
work beginning in July. 

The primary reason for 
the large size of the letting 
was the successful action by 
the Illinois Congressional 
Delegation in securing 
federal funds for the state. 
Subsequent quick action by 
the legislature in approving 
a supplemental appropria- 
tion for the department pro- 
vided the authorization need- 
ed to use the newly-available 
federal highway funds. 

The size of the letting also 
was expanded because the 
department is soliciting bids 
on a contingency basis for 
some work that would re- 
quire new state funds. 

Kramer said, ‘‘The exten- 
sive list of improvements 
that will be undertaken 
represents our effort to use 
hard-won federal highway 
dollars to get needed pro- 
jects underway as quickly as 
possible and to aid the 
state’s economy by creating 
jobs in the hard-hit construc- 
tion industry. 

“We have now done 
everything possible to 
bolster the highway repair 
program short of increasing 
the state’s 14-year-old gas 
tax and license plate fee 
structure."’ 

“I want to strongly em- 
phasize that the June letting 
of highway projects virtually 
uses up the state’s allocation 
for projects that can be fund- 
ed with 100 percent federal 
money. Beyond June, we will 
need additional state 
revenues to match the 
federal highway funds 
available to Illinois and to

continue improvements on 
highways that are not eligi- 
ble for federal aid. House 
Bill 1305, currently being 
considered by the state 
Senate, would provide the 
needed funds. 

“Included in the $145 
million total, is more than 
$20 million in projects that 
we are soliciting bids for that 
will require new state finan- 
cing continued in H.B. 1305. 
By soliciting bids on these 
needed improvements now, 
we can advance work by one 
full construction season. If 
those projects can be placed 
under construction in the 
next 45 days, virtually all of 
them can be completed this 
construction season.”” 

Projects financed with 100 
percent federal funds are the 
result of the state taking ad- 
vantage of a provision in the 
federal law which allows it to 
defer the required matching 
share for federal highway 
funds. The deferred state 
share for financing the pro- 
jects must be paid back by 
Sept. 30, 1984, or an 
equivalent amount will be 
deducted from the state’s 
future apportionments of 
federal highway funds. 

Projects that the depart- 
ment is soliciting bids for on 
June 28 include: 

—Resurfacing 1.61 miles 
of Madison Avenue from Se- 
cond Street in Madison to 
20th Street in Granite City. 

—Maintenance of motorist 
aid call box system along I- 
55, 70-270 in Madison and St. 
Clair Counties (estimated 
cost $47,000). 

—A bridge on Wanda Road 
over the Cahokia Diversion 
Channel, .6 of a mile north of 
Poag (estimated cost 
$600,000). 

—Install pipe culvert and 
flap gates at the intersection 
of Route 203 and 1-55-70, near 
the north limits of East St. 
Louis, and at the intersection 
of Route 157 and St. Clair 
Avenue in East St. Louis.

Show support for construc- 
tion of Interstate 255, an area 
labor leader is urging com- 
munities and organizations. 

Dean Turner, secretary- 
treasurer of the Southwest- 
ern Illinois Building Trades 
Council, says he is concern- 
ed that one group’s opposi- 
tion to the highway may con- 
vince a federal judge that no 
one wants it. 

Turner is asking area 
groups to pass resolutions of 
support, with the resolutions 
to be sent to Illinois Gov. 
James Thompson and Secre- 
tary of Transportation John 
Kramer. 

Turner spoke at a meeting 
last week ir the Electrical 
Workers Hall in Collinsville 
At issue is a proposed 5.5- 
mile stretch of 1-255 between 
Collinsville and Glen Car- 
bon. 

Fourteen individuals and a 
protest group called SABER 
(Save American Bottoms 
Essential: Resources) have 
filed a federal lawsuit seek- 


ing to stop the state from ac- 
quiring land and construct- 
ing the highway. 

But Turner said he is con- 
vinced that far more people, 
including those in local labor 
unions, want to see the high- 
way built. 

“Very selfishly, from our 
standpoint, we are looking at 
jobs. Unemployment in con- 
struction unions is currently 
running between 20 and 60 
percent — and 1-255 pro- 
mises hundreds of jobs,”” he 
said. 

“‘An awful lot is at stake in 
the Metro East area," 

Turner told the gathering 
there will be no hope for con- 
struction of proposed Route 
413 to tie in northern Mad- 
ison County if the 5.5 miles of 
1-255 are not built. 

Bill McGhee, business 
manager for Local 553 of the 
Pipefitters Union, said the 
judge hearing the lawsuit 
needs to be shown that more 
people are for the project 
than against. 

If the judge grants even a

temporary injunction, 
McGhee said, it could delay 
the highway project by 10 
years. 

Turner said he understood 
that the lawsuit is currently 
on the desk of U.S. District 
Judge James Foreman, thus 
making immediate action by 
1-255 supporters urgent. 

He said he believed the 
judge’s ruling would be bas- 
ed on whether the highway is 
necessary and on whether 
people want it. 

SABER opposes con- 
struction of the stretch of I- 
255 because of the prime 
farmland it would take and 
because it would displace a 
number of homeowners. 

The protest group also 
claims it would be more 
practical to improve and 
widen existing roads, in- 
cluding Illinois 157, 159 and 
11. 

The group disputes claims 
that the Interstate’s 
construction would put a 
substantial number of people 
to work. More people would 
have jobs if the existing 
highways were improved, it 
contends. 

It appears that the con- 
troversial 5.5-mile section 
could be on “hold” for at 
least a year even if the judge 
denies temporary or perma- 
nent injunctions. This is be- 
cause he has set the case for 
sometime in 1984, according 
to Harry Sterling, attorney 
for SABER. 

Until the suit is resolved, 
Sterling told a reporter, the 
Illinois Department of 
Transportation has indica- 
ted it will take no steps to 
proceed with the project 

“Let's say there is a cloud 
over it until 1984," is how 
Sterling describes the sit- 
uation. 

The suit was filed in May. 
The state, which was to 
answer by Thursday, instead 
asked on that day for a 30- 
day extension, Sterling sai 

At the IBEW Hall, area of- 
ficials assured Turner their 
groups would approve 
resolutions supporting the 
project. Some indicated they 
had.already done so. 


Ken Evers, mayor of Ed- 
wardsville, said his council 
endorsed 1-255 earlier last 
week. Madison Caunty and 
Glen Carbon have also given 
their blessings, as has the 
Southwestern Council of 
Mayors. 

Dr. Robert Koepke of 
SIUE, speaking not for thé 
university but as a citizen, 
said both the proposed In- 
terstate and the alternate of 
improving existing roads 
had some drawbacks, and 
not everyone was going to be 
happy no matter what 
course was taken. 

He supported I-255 as hav- 
ing more positive aspects. 

Ferd Goewert, jpresident 
of the Belleville Area 
Chamber of Commerce, said 
his group would vote its sup- 
port in a meeting the next 
day. He said the Belleville 
Economic Development Cor- 
poration also would vote on 
the resolution. 

Walter Dimmic, jof Opera- 
ting Engineers Local 520, 
told the gathering he and 
other residents living along 
Mlinois 157 want 1-255, not 
more traffic on 157. 

He said he and others were 
in the process of giving out 
petitions of support for the 
Interstate. 

No one from the state was 
present at Thursday’s 
meeting. Turner said that 
was because of the lawsuit. 

Elmer Weber, vice pres- 
ident of Local 520 of the 
Operating Engineers, helped 
organize the meeting. 

Collinsville was repre- 
sented at the meeting by ad- 
ministrative assistant 
Richard Mark. Although no 
public statement of Collins- 
ville’s support for the inter- 
state was made, Mark car- 
ried with him a letter from 
Mayor Gene Brombolich 
which indicated that sup- 
port 

The letter, written to state 
Sen. Frank Watson in April, 
said, “We feel our area has 
the most to gain by the high- 
way construction, and by far 
the most to lose by its dele- 
tion.”

Classes starting after 
Labor Day may become a 
reality in 1984. But the 1983 
fall semester will begin Aug. 
23 for Granite City students, 
after principals meet Aug. 19 
and faculty members report 
Aug. 22. 

Classes are to end June 1, 
1984, or earlier if there are 
no school closings during the 
year. 

Several board members 
said last week that they 
believe most Granite Ci- 
tyans would prefer 
September to August as tHe 
starting date of the yearly 
school term. 

But with the Madison and 
Venice school districts and 
the Quad-City special educa- 
tion region all geared to start 


classes in the week of Aug.’ 


23, it is now too late to alter 
Granite City’s 1983-84 
schedule, the board conclud- 
ed. 


Supt. B.J. Davis said, 
“The reasons for the present 
starting and ending dates go 
back a number of years, in- 
cluding the need for our 
students to place themselves 
on the job market as soon as 
possible. They are com- 
peting with other school 
districts which have cor- 
responding dismissal dates. 

“Other reasons pertained 
to the problems students 
were encountering if they 
wished to attend college dur- 
ing the summer, in leaving 
high school and entering col- 
lege. It was becoming dif- 
ficult to prepare their 
transcripts and get them to 
the colleges by the time the 
summer session began.

“The third major reason 
for beginning school earlier 
than Labor Day was due to 
our own summer school pro- 
gram, since it would delay 
our starting and ending of 
summer school. This also 
posed problems for parents. 

“In a discussion with prin- 
cipals at the last principals’ 
meeting, they pointed out 
that they had as much or 
more difficulty when we had 
the later starting 
date—because cf parents 
withdrawing their children 
for summer vacation—as 
they have with the students 
entering after Labor Day. 

“I believe these are all 
valid points and I recom- 
mend that the tentatively 
adopted calendar be approv- 
ed.” 

The Federation of 
Teachers requested permis- 
sion to address the board in 
regard to the calendar, but 
did not.

If the investigation in- 
di€ates that questionable 
tiekets were altered, he said, 
the lottery would cooperate 
fully, with the attorney 
general's, office, toward the 
arrest and prosecution of the 
individuals involved. 

Jones ‘said all lottery 
ti¢kets, including those for 
ingtant games as well as the 
orline games — daily game, 
pi¢k 4-and lotto — have built- 
in: safeguards which make 


successful alteratidn of the 
tickets virtually impossible. 

Jones pointed out the 
following procedures design- 
ed to assure that only 
legitimate winners are paid 
their prizes: 

1. The immediate payment 
by an agent of any lottery 
prize of $25 or more must be 
authorized by a lottery of- 
ficial in Springfield. When a 
winning ticket Is presented 
to an agent, the agent phones 
the lottery, giving various 
codes on the ticket. 

An instant computer check 
indicates whether or not the 
ticket is indeed a winner. 
Any ticket failing the 
authurization test — or any 
ticket with a prize of $600 or 
more — must be submitted 
to the lottery along with a 
claim form. i 

2. A reconstruction of any 
ticket suspected as having 
been altered is requested by 
the lottery from the ticket’s 
supplier. The reconstruction 
data provides every number 
and symbol that should be on 
aspecific ticket. 

3. If the information from 
the ticket’ supplier indicates 
the ticket‘ may have been 
altered, lottery officials may 


decide to send the actual 
ticket, the reconstruction 


data and the claim form to 
the Department of Revenue. 
The investigations division 
normally sends the ticket 
itself to the Bureau of Scien-

Leon Sanasarian, 50, of

ment, Joliet, for a scientific 
analysis designed to detect 
alteration. 

Jones said each case is 
unique, and a recommenda- 
tion for prosecution is made 
only after a full investiga- 
tion. But the lottery feels 
strongly that attempts to 
defraud should be pro- 
secuted, he added. 

He pointed out that instant 
lottery tickets, the ones that 
the ten individuals indicted 
and arrested are charged 
with altering, are physically 
designed to: make successful 
alteration “practically im- 
possible.” Jones said that 
most alterations are easy to 
detect visually or scien- 
tifically. 


Jones warned there have 
been occasions in which 
otherwise innocent people 
have bought altered lottery 
tickets from others. One re- 
cent case involved a man 
who paid $6,000 for a ticket 
that appeared to be a 
$100,000 winner; the ticket 
had been altered. 

Not only did the claimant 
not win the $100,000 prize, 
but he had also lost $6,000 
Jones advised that any 
citizen approached with lot- 
tery tickets for sale should 
be wary of the authenticity 
of the tickets and proceed 
with caution.

The majority of the Granite City girls 
who played on the select team played 
for Bob Kurilla’s Under 19 team which 
was suspended from play in the girls’ 
McGuire Cup competition. Most of the 
girls from Missouri came from the 
state championship team. 

It was that incentive of beating those 
girls that prompted Illinois to play a 
ball control game after scoring the 

» goal. 

“You're not supposed to go’for a vic- 
tory that way,” said Illinois Select 
Coach Tom Simpson. “But I felt we had 
because of the circumstances we were 
playing under. I apologized to the 
Missouri coach for the way, and he 
understood why we played that way.’

Part of the reason Simpson was upset 
was that state official snubbed him 
despite the success of the girls team 
and his involvement with the boys 
team.

“They 
don’t care enough about the people 
downstate.” 

Simpson sees the only way that pro- 
blem will ever me solved in by creating 
and Illinois North and an Illinois South 
youth soccer association, similar to the 
Ohio divisions.

Likewise, that part of Ohio south 
of Columbus is considered Ohio-South 
by the USSF

Wilson convicted Foster care 
of Rook murder 


By ED GURNEY 

A jury of eight women and 
four men deliberated only 45 
minutes late last week 
before finding Terry Wilson 
guilty of the murder of 
Garry Rook, last December 
inCollinsville. 

The jury also found 
Wilson, 27, of Madison, guil- 
ty of armed robbery and 
burglary in the same case. 
«The trial before Madison 
County Associate Judge Ed 
Ferguson began Wednesday. 
Ferguson did not set a 
Sentencingdate. ~ 

Mr. Rook, 31, was 
murdered Dec. 9 after two 
men forced their way into 
the condominium he was 
renting on Lafayette Court. 

‘The other ‘suspect has not 
been arrested. However, 
Assistant State’s. Attorney 
Keith Jensen, who prose- 
cuted Wilson, said Friday, 
‘We're not through with the 
prosecution of the murder.” 

‘The other suspect, believ- 
ed'to have been the person 
who fired the single shot that 
struck the victim in the head 
ahd killed him, is in custody 
in an area jail on charges 
related to separate in- 
cidents. Authorities say they 
do not have enough evidence 
tocharge him in connection 
with the Rook murder. 

Wilson would face a prison 
term of 20 to 40 years if he 
gets the usual sentence for 
murder. Sentences for arm- 
ed robbery and burglary are 
less and would be served at 
the same time. But under II- 
linois law, a judge can dou- 
ble a sentence if he deems 
the crime particularly brutal 
of heinous. 

‘A source said the Rook 
murder might fit that cate- 
gory. The murder was 
ekecution-style. According 
to testimony, neither Mr. 
Rook nor any of the other 
four people in the condo- 
minium at the time of the 
break-in offered ‘any 
resistance. 

-The testimony of three of 
those people, who said they 
identified Wilson from police 
photos, was crucial to the 
prosecution’s case. 

Other. key testimony was 
given by, Chris Carter, 24, of 
Madison: He testified he 
drove Wilson and the other 
suspect to and from the 
condominium ‘when the 
murder took place. 

Carter has been charged 
with the sale of a pound of 
marijuana to Mr. Rook a few 
hours before he was 
murdered. Witnesses said 
the victim “flashed” several 
‘thousand dollars in cash 
While paying for the mari- 


jana. 

“That was probably not 

the smartest thing that Mr. 
‘Rook ever did and probably 
‘lie of the stupidest things he 
eVer did, as it turned out,” 
vensen said in his closing 
argument Friday.morning. 
““Carter allegedly told 
Wilson and the other suspect 
pbout the money. 
‘The last witness to testify 
for the prosecution was Tina 
Rook, Garry’s sister-in-law. 
She was last because she 
was believed to be the prose- 
eution’s best witness. 

She said she was in a se- 
¢ond floor bedroom when a 
fan she later identified as 
Wilson led her husband, 
Jerry Rook, into the room at 
gunpoint. 

* ‘Tina said she saw the gun- 
man’s face before he 
ordered her, her husband 
and Rook’s wife, Julie, to lie 
face down on the floor. All 
three were said to have been 
covered by. a_ bedspread 
when the fatal shot was 


. fired. Randy Rook, Garry’s 


cousin, and Garry were 
ordered into the room by the 
second gunman, according 
to testimony. 

Tina and Jerry Rook both 
«said they picked Wilson’s 
picture out of a photo lineup 
given to them in’ early 
January by agents Rich 
Kruse and Dennis Kuba of 
the Illinois Division of 
Criminal Investigation. 

‘Asked by Jensen if she was 


. her 


certain of the identification, 
Tina said, “I’m absolutely 
certain. There’s no question 
in my mind.” 

She said her job required 
to recognize faces. 
Under cross-examination by 
defense attorney Jim 
Radcliffe, Tina said her job 
at the time was dancer and 
waitress at PT’s, a St. Clair 
County nightclub. 

She said she had to recog- 
nize faces so that she could 
remember who gave her big 
tips. 

Jerry Rook testified 
Thursday, He said that 
before the bedspread was 
completely over his head, he 
saw the gunman he later 
identified as Wilson pistal- 
whip Randy Rook. 


He said Wilson took his 
leather jacket and wallet. 

Jerry Rook said he yelled 
at everyone, including 
Garry, to cooperate with the 
gunmen. Garry was ap- 
parently shot after he looked 
up from the floor of the bed- 
room, Jerry said. Wilson 
allegedly told the other gun- 
man to shoot any of the 
Rooks if they looked up. 

Also testifying for the 
prosecution was Chest 
Eley, who was serving tim 
in prison at Pontiac in 
January when he agreed to 
help state agents in the 
investigation. 

Eley was allowed out of 
prison and arranged a 
meeting with Wilson on the 
parking lot at the Venture 
store in Fairmont City Jan. 
12. Eley said Wilson told him 
he could get Eley a gun that 
had been used during a 
house burglary. 

A court-sanctioned secret 
tape recording of that 
conversation was played |to 
jurors, Ferguson denied 
Jensen’s request to give 
jurors a transcript of the 
tape, which was difficult |to 
understand. 

Radcliffe presented no 
evidence or witnesses in 
defense of Wilson. 

During cross-examifhation 
and during his closing argu- 
ment, Radcliffe sought to 
question: the credibility of 
the prosecution’s witnesses. 
Radcliffe noted that the 
prosecution had no physical 
evidence. 


Tuition rises at 


Blackburn College 


Tuition at Blackburn Col- 
lege, Carlinville, Ill., will in- 
crease $235 per semester 
beginning this fall, the col- 
lege announced.

Even with this 
“‘necessary increases 
Blackburn will remain one of 
the least expensive selective 
private colleges in the na- 
tion.” 

Lower costs at Blackburn 
are made possible by the 
student-managed work pro- 
gram. Founded in 1913, the 
work program requires that 
each student work 15 hours 
per week, at on-campus 
tasks, in partial payment of 
his education. The co- 
educational college enrolls 
525 students.

mother of three small 
children and began working 
in the farmland around the 
village of Detk to support her 
family. Mrs. Kunesik con- 
tinued working in the’ fields 
until she reached 65 and 
retired. 
“During those years we 


worked from sunup until 
sundown, but today the 
young people who are involv- 
ed in farming work only 
eight hours a day, Women 
now retire at age 55 and the 
men retire at age 60, Mrs 
Kuncsik explained. 


While discussing the work 
market, Mrs. Kunesik said, 


“Profits from the farming 
industry go to the govenment 
and each worker is then paid 
by the government which 
also provides a pension when 
people retire. Taxes are very 
low and we have a general 
store in the village which of- 
fers clothing, yard goods, no- 
tions, household items and 
almost anything the people 
need for their homes.”” 


The village of Detk has a 
population of about 3,000 
residents. They are required 
to travel about 14 kilometers 
to Gyongyos for medical at- 
tention and treatment. 
Gyongyos is a large city in 
Hungary and similar to a 
county seat in this country. 

Although the hospitals, 
doctors and dentists are not 
located in the village, all 
physical examinations, 
treatment, medicine and 
hospitalization are provided 
free to the people, Mrs. 
Kunesik said. 

Education for the children 
also is free and is compul- 
sorary for youngsters 
through the eighth grade.

Robert D. McBride, 
longtime Granite City Steel 
execulive, has been pro- 
moted to president of the 
Steel Group of National Steel 
Corporation. National ac- 
quired GC Steel in 1971 

When the Steel Group was 
created as part of a cor- 
porate reorganization in 
September 1982.. McBride 
moved to Pittsburgh as its 
executive vice president for 
operations. As president, he 
succeeds G. Watts Hum- 
phrey, another former 
Granite City Steel executive. 

A 1950 U.S. Military 
Academy graduate, 
McBride joined GC Steel in 
1956 as an industrial 
engineer. 

He moved to steel opera- 
tions as a turn foreman on 
the North Plant's No. 5 
galvanizing line, and ad- 
vanced through the ranks’ to 
other responsibilities before 
becoming Granite City 
Steel's operations vice presi- 
dent in 1966. 

McBride became presi- 
dent of GC Steel in January 
1976, and in 1977 moved to 
Great Lakes Steel in the 
Detroit area as president of 
that division 

He was named president in 
January 1982 of both Great 
Lakes and the Midwest Steel

of selling its fourth major 
steel plant, at Weirton, W.

Howard M. “Pete” Love, 
also a former GC Steel and 
Midwest Steel president, is 
chairman and chief ex- 
ecutive officer of National 
Steel. 

National’s president and 
chief operating officer, 
James Haas, announced that 
the Steel Group presidency 
had changed hands in mid- 
May 

McBride commented, “I 
am dedicated to the ‘mis- 
sion’ statements. The con- 
cepts in those documents 
will continue to be our guides 
for the actions we take as a 
group. 

“I am proud of the pro- 
gress we have collectively 
made during the past 
several months. Much re- 
mains to be done. 

“We must continue to do 
the things we have been do- 
ing—working together, 
working smarter, -challeng- 
ing the old ways and finding 
better ways.” 

In another promotion, Dr. 
John Manda, GC Steel en- 
vironmental control direc- 
tor, has assumed corporate- 
wide duties in Pittsburgh as 
National’s amanager of en- 
vironmental control. 

At Granite City Steel, the

Water rate 
rises 9% 


The Illinois Commerce 
Commission has approved a 
nine percent rate increase 
for industrial, commercial 
and residential customers of 
thesIllinois-American Water 
Co. 

Of the $3.8 million or 21.5 
percent increase sought, the 
ICC authorized $1.6 million. 

Customess in the Quad- 
Cities and St. Clair County 
total 63,721, including 55,283 
homes. 

A spokesman estimated 
that for most residential 
water users, the increase 
may amount to about four 
percent. But he added that 
application will be made to 
the ICC for additional 
revénue. 

Along with the 
district it serves, Illinois- 
American sells water to 
Scott Air Force Base, 
O'Fallon, Columbia, 
Caseyville, Dupo, Shiloh and 
Millstadt and the Mitchell, 
Pontoon Beach and Cahokia 
Commonfields water 
districts. 

‘The utility is carrying out 
a $5 million construction pro- 
gram, including replace- 
ment of large water lines at 
the East St. Louis purifica- 
tion plant. 

The ICC said monthly 
customer bills for low water 
usage average $14, which is 
to increase to $14.48. 

Higher usage customers

ecutive director of EOC. 

“We have just been given 
approval of a Federal grant 
of $416,661 to operate 
counseling and information 
centers in the metropolitan 
area in the coming fiscal 
year,” Dr. Gamelin an- 
nounced. 

The “‘level funding” grant 
from the U.S. Department of 
Education is in the same 
amount as the current fiscal 
year. In addition, local col- 
leges, universities and 
libraries will contribute ser- 


vices to the program to bring 


the total 
$600,000. 
EOC maintains a staff of 
seven professional 
counselors to help 
unemployed and low-income 
people determine their 
career interests and find a 


to more than 


course of study to develop - 


marketable skills. The 
counselors assist potential 


students in selecting an 
educational institution, fin- 
ding financial assistance and 
applying for admission. 

In nearly ‘nine years of 
operation, EOC has provided 
information and counseling 
services to about 33,500 peo- 
ple, more than 11,000 of 
whom have enrolled in col- 
leges or vocational schools. 

“Most of the people who 
come to EOC for help are 
unemployed,’’ says 
Gamelin. ‘In fact, in the 
first quarter of this year 
nearly 80 percent were out of 
work and were looking to 
education to help them find 
their .way into the job 
market,” he added. 


EOC operates 
counseling centers in East 
St. Louis and Belleville and 
at three locations in St. Louis 
and St. Louis County.
